DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of amendment of claims 22, 25, 30-33 and 35; 
cancellation of claims 29-21 , 23, 24, 26-29, 34, and 36=54, and addition of new 
claims 55-58. 

Comment 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Rejection of claims 44, 49, and 54 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement is withdrawn in view of cancellation 
of the claims rendering the rejection moot. 

4. Rejection of claims 20 and 23, under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite is withdrawn in view of cancellation of the claims rendering the 
rejection moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. Rejection of claims 19, 21, 23, 34, 37-40, 43-45 and 50 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e)as being anticipated by Barban, et al. is withdrawn in view of cancellation 
of claims rendering the rejection moot. 

Rejection of claims 30-33 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e)as being anticipated by 
Barban, et al. is withdrawn in view of Applicants' arguments and addition of new 
base claim 55 thereby overcoming the rejection relevant to cancelled claim 19. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. Rejection of claims 19-21, 23, 24, 26-29, 34 and 36-54 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Lovas and Hollos and Mayr, et al. in view of Pain, et 
al., Barban and Aujame, and Ferber is withdrawn in view of cancellation of the 
claims rendering the rejection moot. 

7. Rejection of claims 22, 25, 20-33 and 35 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Lovas and Hollos and Mayr, et al. in view of Pain, et al., 
Barban and Aujame, and Ferber is withdrawn in view of Applicants' arguments, 
amendment of the claims, addition of new base claim 55 thereby overcoming the 
rejection relevant to cancelled claim 19.
